Jackson says; 
no endorsement

ATLANTA — Jesse Jackson saluted Democratic 
nomince-to-bc Michael Dukakis on Tuesday night 
as a rival who "always resisted the tcmpLolion to 
stoop to demagoguery," and he appealed for unity in 
the party. 

"We meet tonight ot a crossroads, a point of deci- 
sion. Shall we expand, be inclusive, find unity and 
power; or sufTer division and impotence," Jackson 
said. "The only time we win is when we come to- 
gether." 

In a speech prepared for delivery to the Demo- - 
cratic Nationol Convention, Jackson never endorsed 


he declared his own work "ancient and endless," 

But unity and working toward common goals 
_were the themes in the final major address of Jack- 
son's remarkable 1988 campaign for Uic While 
House. 

"Ibnight I salute Gov. Michael Dukakis," Jackson 
said. "He has run n.. well-managed and dignified 
campaign. No motter how tired or how tried, he al- 
ways resisted the temptation to stoop to dema- 
goguery. 

"I have watched a good mind fast at work, with * 
steel nerves, guiding his campaign out of the crowd-

Fire near Fairfield covers 
1,800 acres of Ibrushland

FAIRFIELD — /ibout 175 firefighters 
battled a slippery blaze T\ieBdoy that 
swept over 1.800 to 2,250 acres of hilly 
brushlnnd no'rthe.nst of Fairfield. 

"It's been kind of touch and go for the 
whole afternoon," said Carlos Mcndiola. 
fire management officer for the Bureau of 
Land Management's Shoshone District.

started n.round 3 p.m. in the South Hills 
south ofiPwin Palls. Barbara Ibdd, a pub- 
lic infommlion ufliccr with the Sawtooth 
National Forest, said the fire had con- 
sumed about 20 acres of land by 4:45 p.m. 

The l3:rger fire, about 10 miles north- 
east of Fairfield along Willow Creek, 
burned land .that is mostly privately 
ownt^. Mendiola said. Other patches are 
owned by llic BLM and llic stale. 

Brush covers the hilly terrain, which 
has no big timber but is dolled by quak- 
ing aspi^ns. 

Mcndiiola said the fire's cause is still 
.under invcstigalion.. • - 

TVo helicoptorH .survey ed the fire area, 
guided firefighters and droppcd"^ler on 
the blaze. Around 2 p.m.. an airplane out 
of Boise doused the fire's escaping north-

The figures were dcrived'from an annual 
survey hy tlie Censu.f Buri'iiu. an agency of 
the (uimnierce IJcparlnient, aftd rclcasi*d 
jointly with the Agriculture Pepartineiit. A 
preliinimiry report wus issued on Feb. 8.

Shuttle pressure-may have hinted of problems 


■“"-“ CAPE CANAVERALtFIq. (AP) - A 
_ pres sure d rop det ected in January 
■ might have alerted engineers to the 
small leak that now threatens a long 
delay in the next space shuttle flight, 
but there is no conclusive evidence 
that, workers acted improperly, the 
launch director said Tuesday. 

Director Bob Sieck said a pressure 
check was mode on the oxidizer tank 
in on engine compartment before 
Christmas, and a second reading was 
taken about two weeks later. 

“There was a pressure drop of 
about 16 pounds per square inch be- 
t w ee n t he-two data-pointsAhe-said in . 
aninterview^_ 

A tiny leak of nitrogen tetroxide gas 
was detected in an engine compart- 
ment of space shuttle Discovery on 
the launch pad Friday. Engineers 
have been punling over how to fix the 


leak without- removing ihe-shuUle- 
frorn t|« pad, a move that could dcla^ 
the planned early September launch 
by two months. 

The leak is in a fitting on a one-half 
inch line leading to an oxidizer tank, 
the same area where the pressure 
drop was detected in January. 

“We are reviewing all procedures 
and documentation and equipment’ 
associated with that event," Sieck 
said of the January finding. “We are 
looking at the people who performed 
the test.”

The Japanese have 
eaten seedless watermelons produced 
by their own farmers for more than 
two decades, he noted. 

Petoseed has developed three seed- 
less varieties, which have been 
planted oh about 600 acres this year.

NFL takes toug h stance against steroid use 


NEW YORK -(AP)^-Irprobably doesn't 

mean the return to the days of 240-pound line- 
men, but the NFL ia getting tougher on the 
use of steroids, which for more than a decade 
turned some marginal players into noar-300- 
puunders. •. 

The league said Tuesday that players 
caught using ^rofds.;a second time could be 
subject to discipline by Commissioner Pete Ro - 1 
relle. The warning was conta i ned i n Rozelle's ■ 
annual drug memo sent to all NFL training 
camps. 

The discipline was not specified in the 15- 
page document and league officials sought to 
play down the change. 

“Lastyearwe tested the players for anabolic 


sterdids"for thy first time, "this year we arc 
again le.sting," said NFL spokesman Joe 
Browne. 

“The difierence this year is thatwe have 
told the players that they could lace possible 
disciplinaiy action. .However I amnotsuggt^t- 

bolic steroids at this lime." — 

Doctors and other critics of steroids have 
long warned of ih^ir ad^rse side checls, ii;i- ' 
eluding tl]c long-term possibility of cancer, sti^ 
rility and various other maladies or diseases.
